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MARKET  REVIEW 


Refined  sugar  prices  continued  to  decline  in  all  territories  during  the 
period  August  1-16.  Meanwhile,  users  were  still  working  down  their 
stocks  of  higher  priced  refined  sugar.  It  is  expected  that  this  trend  in 
inventory  reduction  will  be  reversed  when  refined  sugar  prices  come 
into  better  alignment  with  the  Sugar  Act  price  objective.  Reduction  in 
refined  sugar  prices  has  lagged  behind  the  fall  in  raw  sugar  prices  as 
the  refiners,  in  turn,  apparently  were  working  down  their  stocks  of 
higher  priced  raws. 

Through  August  17,  1963  calendar  year  deliveries  forU.  S.  consumption 
totaled  6,021,000  tons  or  62,000  tons  above  deliveries  for  the  same 
period  last  year.  Calendar  year  deliveries  at  the  end  of  July  were 
152,000  tons  above  those  in  1962  and  at  the  end  of  June  the  overage  had 
been  233,000  tons. 

Total  cane  sugar  deliveries  through  August  17,  1963  were  33,000  tons 
less  than  for  a  comparable  period  in  1962  while  beet  sugar  deliveries 
were  up  95,000  tons. 

The  effective  inventory  (physical  stocks  plus  old  crop  to  be  produced) 
of  beet  sugar  at  the  beginning  of  1963  was  165,000  tons  more  than  at  the 
beginning  of  1962,  but  about  the  same  as  on  January  1,  1961.  During  the 
period  August  18  to  September  30  beet  sugar  deliveries  averaged  about 
68,000  tons  per  week  during  1961  and  62,000  tons  in  1962. 

The  spot  price  of  domestic  raw  sugar,  duty  paid,  New  York  had  been 
6.85  cents  per  pound  at  the  beginning  of  August  but  declined  to  6.50 
cents  on  August  13,  the  lowest  price  since  December  11,  1962. 

Wholesale  refined  sugar  prices  continue  to  decline  in  all  territories, 
most  rapidly  in  those  where  beet  sugar  is  competitive.  Quoted  whole- 
sale prices  for  refined  sugar  as  of  August  16,   1963,  were  as  follows:

The  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar  had  been  7  .  30  cents  at  the  beginning 
of  August  but  declined  to  6.00  cents  on  August  20 , the  lowest  price  since 
February  5,  1963.  On  a  comparable  basis,  including  freight  and  duty, 
the  6.00  cents  price  for  world  raw  sugar  was  0.40  cent  above  the  6.50 
cent  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar.  This  was  the  smallest  differ- 
ential since  May  28,  1963.  For  the  period  since  January  31,  1963  when 
the  world  spot  price  first  became  higher  than  the  domestic  spot  price 
on  a  comparable  basis,  the  differential  has  averaged  0.90  cent. 

F.  O.  Licht's  second  estimate  indicates  that  European  sugar  beet  plant- 
ings for  1963  are  about  one-half  of  one  percent  larger  than  plantings  in 
1962.  Weather  conditions  in  Western  Europe  have  improved  crop  pros- 
pects materially  after  the  poor  weather  which  had  delayed  planting  for 
weeks.  In  Eastern  Europe ,  especially  in  Poland  and  the  Ukraine  areas 
of  Russia,  heat  and  drought  have  had  unfavorable  effects.  A  seven-year 
average  recovery  from  presently  estimated  acreage  plantings  would 
produce  about  7  percent  more  sugar  than  last  year,  while  a  three-year 
average  recovery  would  produce,  in  total,  about  8.5  percent  more  sugar 
than  last  year  with  a  15  percent  increase  in  Western  Europe  and  a  3.5 
percent  increase  in  Eastern  Europe.  In  1962,  the  yield  of  sugar  per  acre 
was  the  second  lowest  in  recent  years  . 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS

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FUTURES  TRADING  IN  SUGAR  ON  THE 
NEW  YORK  COFFEE  AND  SUGAR  EXCHANGE 

In  view  of  the  sharp  price  rise  and  the  broad  activity  in  sugar  futures, 
theU.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  at  the  request  of  Lenor  K.  Sullivan, 
Chairman,  Consumer  Affairs  Subcommittee,  House  Banking  and  Cur- 
rency Committee  of  the  U.S.  Congress,  made  an  investigation  of  open 
futures  contracts,  pinpointing  the  holdings  in  the  market  at  the  peak  of 
the  price  movement  on  May  23,  1963.  The  conclusions  resulting  from 
the  investigation,  which  was  made  by  the  Commodity  Exchange  Authority 
of  the  Department,  are  as  follows: 

Conclusions 

"Speculation  in  sugar  futures  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  contributed  materially  to  the  sharp  rise  in  sugar  prices  in 
the  spring  of  1963.  Heaviest  speculative  trading  and  public  participation 
was  in  the  No.  8  (world)  futures  contract  which  led  the  price  advance 
and  accelerated  rising  prices  also  in  the  No.  7  (domestic)  futures  con- 
tract. 

"The  price  of  the  world  contract  advanced  from  2.74  cents  a  pound  at 
the  beginning  of  July  1962  to  a  peak  of  12.95  cents  in  the  record-size 
market  of  May  23,  1963,  followed  by  the  domestic  contract  which  in- 
creased from  about  6  cents  a  pound  to  13.46  cents  in  the  same  period. 

"The  investigation  by  the  Department  showed  that  it  was  excessive  spec- 
ulation in  futures  rather  than  manipulation  that  stimulated  the  price 
advance  and  the  subsequent  price  break.  The  investigation  did  not  show 
indications  of  price  manipulation  on  the  part  of  any  individual  or  group 
of  traders,  nor  did  the  pattern  of  prices  among  the  various  futures 
months  indicate  that  prices  were  manipulated. 

"The  investigation  showed  there  was  extensive  public  participation  in  the 
world  contract.  Of  1,517  traders  in  this  contract  --  compared  with  451 
in  the  domestic  contract  --  more  than  90  percent  were  speculators,  and 
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nearly  half  were  small  speculators  holding  only  one  contract.  These 
traders  were  widely  dispersed,  with  the  world  contract  having  traders 
living  in  42  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Puerto  Rico,  the  Panama 
Canal  Zone,  and  24  foreign  countries  . 

"Since  most  of  the  speculators  were  buyers,  the  effect  of  their  activity 
contributed  to  the  upward  price  acceleration  in  the  world  contract,  and 
their  later  urgent  attempts  to  liquidate  contributed  to  the  price  break 
after  May  23 . 

"In  contrast  to  the  world  contract  which  was  used  primarily  as  a  vehicle 
for  speculation,  more  than  80  percent  of  the  amount  of  both  the  long  and 
short  positions  in  the  domestic  contract  was  reported  as  hedging,  mainly 
by  larger  firms  in  the  sugar  industry.  The  largest  utilization  was  by 
sugar  refiners,  with  substantial  hedging  also  by  distributors,  food  and 
chain  store  organizations,  and  other  industrial  users. 

"In  addition  to  the  large  amount  of  hedging  on  the  short  side  of  the  mar- 
ket in  the  domestic  contract  designed  to  cover  price  risks  on  invento- 
ries, there  was  an  almost  equally  large  amount  of  hedging  on  the  long 
side.  This  indicates  that  some  sugar  industry  members  were  looking  to 
the  domestic  contract  to  cover  risks  connected  with  acquiring  supplies 
of  the  actual  commodity."

This  bulletin  contains  data  relating  to  sugar  crop  production,  manu- 
facturing, Government  payments,  returns  to  growers  and  processors, 
and  wages  for  the  mainland  beet  and  cane  areas,  and  the  Hawaiian, 
Puerto  Rican,  and  Virgin  Islands  sugarcane  areas.  The  revised  Volume 
II  supersedes  Statistical  Bulletin  No.  244  issued  in  February  1959  .  It 
is  a  companion  to  Volume  I  of  Sugar  Statistics  Revised,  (Statistical 
Bulletin  No.  293)  issued  in  September  1961,  which  contains  distribu- 
tion, stocks,  quotas,  prices  and  international  data  pertaining  to  the 
administration  of  the  Sugar  Acts.

During  July  refiners'  stocks  increased 
by  about  17,000  tons;  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  about  144,000 
tons,  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  by  about  11,000  tons,  and 
importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  by  about  3,000  tons. 


3.  Charges  to  1963  quotas  to  August  14,  1963  were  6  ,  938 ,  957  short  tons, 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  3,461,043  short  tons,  of  which  120,391 
tons  were  direct-consumption  sugar. 


4.  Regionally ,  January-June  deliveries,  1963  as  compared  with  1962, 
were  up  to  all  regions  --  Western  9.0  percent,  North  Central  6.0  per- 
cent, South  5.4  percent,  New  England  4.0  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  3.3 
percent .
